It was 
accurately stated by the court of ap 
peals (if New York in the einj '.oyer-' 
ll-.b»ii:y case, where it was calmly aud 
jiKli' ia'ly ded.ired that the people un- 
der our republican government a re less 
free to correct the erlls that oppress 
Iheiii than are the [)eople of the mon 
arcliies of Europe. To any man with 
rision. to any man with broad and reah 
social syra;i !i'i-s. to ary man who be- 
lieves with his licnit la this great 
democratic repuMi • .f lurs. such a 
condition is intolerable, it is not gov- 
ernment by the people, but mere sham 
government in which the will of tht- 
people is constantly defeated, it is 
out of this experience that my remedy 
has come, and let it be trie<1 in this 
field. When as the re.snlf of years of 
education aud debate a niajoi iiy of the 
people iiare decided upon a remedy for 
an eril from which they suffer and 
have ( ho.sen a legislature and executive 
pledged to embody that remedy in law 
nnd the law has been finally, passed 
and approved I regard it as monstrous 
that a l)onch of judges shall then say 
to the people: "I'ou must begin all over 
again. First, amend your constitution 
[which will take four years]; second, 
secure the pass.nge of a new law 
Iwbich will take two years more]; 
third, carry that new law over the 
weary course of litigation [which will 
take no human being knows bow long] ; 
fourth, sul njit the whole matter over 
again to the very same Judges who 
hare rendered the decision to wMeh 
you object. Then, if your patience 
holds out and you finally prevail, the 
will of the majority of the people may 
have Its way." Such a system Is not 
popular government, but a mere mock- 
ery of popular goremment 

People Will Define "Liberty." 
The decisions of which we complain 
are, as a rule, based uptm tim constitu- 
tional prorislon that no person shall 
be deprived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law. The terms 
"iife^ liberty and property" hare been 
used In the constitutions of the Bngllsb 
speaking peoples since Magna Charta. 
Until witiiln the last sixty years they 
mn treated as haring specific mean- 
ings— "property" meant tangible prop- 
erty; "liberty" meant freedom from 
personal restraint, or. in other words, 
from Imprisonment in its largest Ueti- 
ntthm. About 1870 our court began to 
attach to these terms new meanings. 
Now "property" has come to mean 
•rery right of ralue which a person 
could enjoy, and "liberty" has been 
made to include the right to make con 
tracts. ,\s a result, when the state 
limits the hours for which women may 
tabor, it Is told by the courts that this 
law deprives them of their "liberty." 
and when it restricts the manufacture 
of tobacco in a tenement it Is told that 
the law deprives the landlonl of his 
"property." Now, 1 do not believe 
that any people, and especially our 
free .\merican people, will long con- 
sent tUat the term "liberty" shall be 
defined for them by a ben<!i of judces. 
Every people has defined that term for 
Itself ill tbe course of Itg derelppBfnt. 

Task Is to Strive For Justies. 

Friends, our task as Americans is to 
strive for social and Industrial justice, 
achieved through the genuine rule "f 
the people.

Is but au 
instrument to be used until 1m>ken 
and then to be cast aside. .nuJ if he 
is worth his salt he will care no more 
when he is broken than a soldier carei* 
when he is sent ^\here his life is for 
felt in order that the victory may be 
won. In the long tight for righteous- 
ness the watchword for all of us Is 
spend and be spent It Is of little mat- 
ter whether any one man f i!!^ or sue 
ceeds, but the cause shall not fail, for 
It Is the cause of mankind. We. here 
in America, hold iu our hands the hope 
of the world, the fate of the coming 
years, and shame and disgrace will be 
ours if in our eyes the light of high 
resolve is dimmed, if we trail In the 
dust the golden lioi)es of men. If on 
this new continent merely build 
snoHier co untrj f of great bat Ymjnstly 
divided m.Tterial jirosperity we shall 
have done nothing, and we shall do as 
little if we merely set the g reed of enry 
against the greed of arrogance and 
thereby destroy the material well be- 
ing of all of us. To turn this govern- 
ment either into goremment by plu- 
tocracy or goremment hyn malb would 
be to repeat on a larger scale the 
lamentable failures of the world that 
Is dead. We stand against an tyran- 
ny, by the few or by the many. We 
stand for the rule of the many in the 
Interest of all of us. for the rtile of the 
many in a spirit of courage, of conip 
mon knse, mt high purpoee, abore aO 
in a spirit of kindly justice toward 
every man and crtfy woman.
